Dr. Helen Caldicott, national 
president of Physicians for Socia! 
Responsibility, will speak on the 
medical response to nuclear war 
Monday, March 15, at 7:30 p.m. in 
the CSUS Music Recital Hall. 


A native Australian, Caldicott 
has been active in the anti-nuclear 
movement since 1971, when she 
campaigned in the successful Aus- 
tralian drive to prevent French 
atomic atmospheric tests over the 
Pacific Ocean. 


She also helped educate the 
Australian union movement about 
the medical and military implications 
of uranium mining in 1975 and 
1976, which led to an Australian 
ban on uranium exporting 

Caldicott came to the United 
States in 1976 with her husband and 
three children. Since then, she has

“It is inappropriate for any per- 
son to be psychologically comforta. 
ble in this day and age,” Caldicott’ 
wrote for the Boston Herald Ameri 
can August 1981. “We must . 
have a total committment to save 
this planet.” 

Caldicott’s prominence as a nu 
clear activist came with the nuclear 
accident at Three Mile Island. A< 
cording to the New Yook Times, 
“Overnight she had become a sym 
bol for a diverse movement in which 
she, as opponent of nuclear power 
and atomic weaponry in any form, 
falls in the extreme radical camp.” 

In that article, Caldicott described 
herself not as a radical, but ‘‘a 
conservative, actually. I'm for con 
serving lives.” 

One physicist, a proponent of 
nuclear power, said of Caldicott, 
“The level at which she approaches 
the public is correct. She's oriented 
toward a popular movement, which 


is exactly what will do the trick if 


we're to avoid a nuclear holocaust

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Leveille Takes Fourth at National Meet

The NCAA Division Il Wrestling nationals at the 
University of Wisconsin February 27 and 28 turned 
out to be a rewarding experience for CSUS wrestlers. Fred 
Gonzalez took his first nde in an airplane. Bill Levielle 
made it out of California, and Vince Fierro, for the first 
time, saw snow on the ground. 

But the most ;ewarding experience was indoors. The 
Hornets placed 17th among 68 teams in the tournament 
and came away with two All-Amencan honors 

Levielle (177) and Gonzalez (118) earned All-Amer 
can status by placing fourth and eighth respectively. They 
were the only two place finishers for CSUS 

Levielle wrestled extremely well, according to Coach 
Hank Elespuru. “Bill received a good draw and went out 
there and did a great job. He doesn’t care if he wrestles the 
top seeded wrestler or not. He feels that his opponent, 
regardless of his past performances, still has to beat him.” 

In his second match, Levielle beat the tournament's 
third seeded wrestler in the 177-pound category. The win 


set hin up for his final match in which he was trying for a 
third-place finish. The match was close, but Levielle got 
caught in a five-point move (the Peterson) which gave his 
opponent a commanding led. Levielle fought back and 
rallied to within two points, 9-7, but finally lost 11-7 to 
place fourth 

Juan Guzman (heavyweight), Eddie Franco and Vince 
Fierro all wrestled well for the Hornets and contributed to 
the 17th place finish. By placing in the top 20 teams, the 
Hornets became one of only four non-scholarship teams to 
do so. That is quite an accomplishment considering all the 
CSUS grapplers, with the exception of Fierro, were 
plagued by the flu 

The tournament was especially tough for Franco who, 
besides being sick, had to wrestle some of the nation’s best 
wrestlers in his first matches 

According to Elespuru, Franco had a terrible seeding 
‘Sometimes it happens that way, and there is nothing you 
can do. | think if Eddie could have won a match or two at 
the start, he would have been real tough.” 


The tournament marked the end of the season tor tne 
grapplers, and it left the team, as well as many individuals, 
with impressive marks. The team finished 10-4 overall and 
3-1 in conference. Elespuru said | was a tremendous 
season, and the only disappointment came when injuries 
hampered the team’s performance at the Far Western 
Conference Championships, where they placed fifth. 

Levielle finished with a 22-9 record, and tearnmate Ed 
Thorpe posted a 17-4-1 mark. Gonzalez was 18-3 and 
Guzman 16-9. 

Levielle was also a consistent place winner in 
tournaments, where he finished fifth in the Hugh Mumby 
Tournament, second in the Doc Peterson Open, first in the 
FWCC, and fourth in the nationals 

Elespuru thinks this is a tremendous accomplishment, 
since Levielle is an engineering student. “Bill has done a 
great job even with the extra burden of studying that he 
has.”

Considering the kind of year it's been for Coach John 
Smith and his CSUS baseball team, it was almost 
preordained what would follow University of the Pacific 
center fielder Jody Scott's diving, two-run saving catch in 
the first inning of Tuesday’s game at Hornet field 

“At this point,” reflected Smith after his charges fell 3-1 
to UOP for their eighth loss in succession, “all it seems to 
take is one thing not going our way in the early stages, and 
we are not able to pull ourselves out of the dugout the rest 
of the way.” 

Scott's catch prevented a potentially huge CSUS 
first-inning explosion. With two runners aboard and no 
outs, Gary Weinberger’s sinking line-drive blast into center 
field appeared ticketed for extra bases and possibly an 
inside-the-park home run. But Scott sprawled full-length to 
snare the ball, and, although CSUS eventually managed a 
run that inning, the scene was set for another Hornet loss. 

CSUS clung to its 1-0 cushion until the fourth inning 
when the Tigers touched Hornet starter Dan Hourigan for 
the two tallies they needed. Brian Raust drilled a two-out 
triple over Weinberger’ 8 outstretched glove in nght-center 
field to hring in Vic Madden and knot the score. 
Designated hitter Sam Vaughn followed with a bouncing 
single into nght field for the game-winner, 

UOP, 9-11, netteu an insurance tally in the sixth inning 
on a double, an infield single and a suicide squeeze bynt. 

After their firstnning outburst, the Hornet batters had 
fits with Tiger left-hander Dan Lindquist. Only UOP’s 
number three hurler, Lindquist went the nine-inning route 
for the first time in four starts and limited CSUS to three 

CSUS had one last gasp in the seventh insung when 


Bob Ridenhour and Bob Fraga cracked lead-off singles. 
But Bill Aubert, pinch-running for Ridenhour, was picked 
off second base by catcher Raust, and John Hankard’s 
liner down the first-base line was corralled by Pat 
MacFarland to end the threat. 

Hourigan, the unlucky recipient of the Hornet hard 
luck, was steady in his first start in almost a month 
Bombed for seven runs and 12 hits against CSU 
Dominguez Hills Feb. 14, the lanky 6-foot-3 southpaw 
went the distance with a solid 8-hit, 0-walk effort.

Although the Hornets were not 
seriously challenged, CSUS Coach 
Elmo Slider said his squad “really 
needed the win.” Despite a relaxed 
atmosphere, CSUS managed for the 
most part to maintain its concen 
tration 

A lack of concentration nearly 
cost Tom Croley the first set in his 
match against Sonoma’s top singles 
player’ Steve Cunninghame. Croley, 
who is currently the Hornets’ number 
one singles player, trailed Cunning 
hame 3-0 in the first set before 
prevailing 7-5 

“He (Cunninghame) started push 
ing the ball, and I wasn't sure how t 
play him,” said Croley. “I had to 
keep my head together and hit 
deep ground strokes to his back 
hand.”

sIs the ‘Chute Open?’

Everyone has a list of things that they plan to do 
someday. Is skydiving very high on your list? Well, it 
wasn't even on my list when some frends talked me into 
going with them 

The night before, | lay in bed thinking of nothing else 
but what would happen to me the next day. Suddenly, 
before drifting off to sieep, | got a mental picture of myself 
standing at the door of the airplane ready to take that final 


step out into the air. | panicked and thought “I can’t do it.” 


But as the thought faded away, | knew | wouldn't back 
down in frout of my friends. | pusiied the thought away and 
didn’t let it return 

When the big day arrived, | found | was the only female 
going on this skydiving adventure. To make matters worse 
those who did go were the fearless type, truly unafraid of 
anything. So, I locked my fear inside and also tried to be 
fearless 

Our directions to the airport were sketchy, and when 
we got there we were not even sure it was the nght place 
The road leading to the homebase shack also served as the 
runway, and we soon found ourselves sharing it with a 
plane, ready for take off. 

Upon seeing the shack I thought, “I'm going to nsk my 
life with people who operate out of a shack?” 

The instructor for the day was George Morar, who 
perfectly fit the image of a skydiver. Gruff, often yelling 
during instruction, Morar is obviously fearless of this 
dangerous sport and has a vast knowledge of what he’s 
doing 

He began the class by explaining every way one could 
che while skydiving, and as the list got longer, I shot deadly 
glances in the direction of my fnends. 

George spent the rest of the afternoon explaining in 
great detail how to avoid these possible accidents. While 
George explained how to open our auxiliary chutes, a shout 
rang out and everyone looked up to see that one of the 
sport divers main chute hadn't opened, and he imme 
diately pulled his auxiliary chute 

The “demonstration” couldn't have occurred at a more 
appropnate time. Ordinarily one wouldn't have been able 
to witness this, since demonstrating would cut the 
skydiver's chances of survival in half 

Part of the equipment we received ior our first jump 
onsisted of a one way walkie-talkie to be strapped to our 
« hests, making communication with George during the 
samp possible 

By the time we had put on our gear for that first 
momentus jump, we basically had confidence in our 
equipment. Obviously, few would actually jump if they 
didn't have a reasonable expectation that the parachute 
would open 

Climbing into the plane, | told myself that | was really 
not going to jump, but that I couldn’t back out until I'd at 
least attempted going through the motions. After all, I'd 
been here all day, so | might at least get an airplane ride. 





As the plane climbed, | looked out and thought “Well 
this should be about 3000 ft.’’ Wanting to be sure, | asked 
the pilot, “How high are we now?” When he said, “Oh 
we're almost to 1500 feet,” | was speechless. Less than 
half the distance and it already looked too high. “I'll be 
falling for hours. They'll have to find me after dark,” | 
thought. Soon ail thinking stopped as the plane door 
opened and was locked into position 

Being the lightest in the group | had the fourth jumping 
position. “Good, I'll at least have the satisfaction of seeing 
my so-called friends die before | join them.” One by one 
they fell away from the plane the first one landed 
successfully! “Maybe I'll make it alter all.’ 

Positioned, | held on to the wing strut with one foot on a 
step and the other hanging in the air | was ready to go 
The wind frorn the propeller was so great that I couldn't 
open my eyes which was probably just as well 

The jump master gave the command “Go” and not 
really wanting to, | managed to let go 

In that instant my mind went absolutely blank. That 
little box on my chest started talking, but nothing made 
any sense. Then I felt a slight jerk and heard a voice saying 
‘It's a good chute” over and over 

I ventured to open an eye and looked up to see tor 
myself that my chute had in fact opened 

As | looked up at my chute, | noticed how perfectly 
round it was; it almost made me dizzy. While George gave 


me instructions to guide me into position, it still seemed as 
though I had only just jumped J really began to enjoy 
myself. The sun had just set and the air was cool with only 
a shght breeze blowing, yet | only saw its effect on the 
surrounding environment. | couldn't feel it because | was 
being carned along with it. | was part of it 


There was never a sensation of actually falling, it felt 
more like | was hanging in the air and the ground was 
slowly getting closer 

It took about five minutes to fall the full distance and 
while airborne, | was constantly scoping the scenery and

kicking my feet. In the distance | saw Lake Berryessa, the

All the time the box kept talking to me and telling me 
everything | needed to know for a perfect landing

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George had explained earlier that there were acres of 
heids surrounding the airport and all we had to do was land 
in the middle of one of these. Through the talking box, 
George gave instructions to land in a dirt patch not 50 feet 
frorn the shack I had been so worned about earlier 

| was shghtly nervous about the landing since that was 
where any physical harm could occur, but it turned out to be 
fairly easy ‘It feels about the same as jumping off the 
kitchen table,’ 
jumped from a platform to practice landing. Most 


George said. As part of our training, we 


experienced sport jumpers skydive in tennis shoes, but for 


| first-trme jumpers impact boots are provided 


Right before landing, George instructed me to turn my 


| body so that | would land backward and roll from feet to 


back to absorb the force of the fall 

Safely on land we talked at once, sharing expenences 
while at the same time being taught how to fold our chutes. 
Everyone was ready to go back tomorrow for another 
jump The conversation turned to how much one’s own 
chute would cost and how soon we could begin free falling 

Wearing newly earned T-Shirts and ready to leave, 
George said, “Now

Such skydiving adventure can be found at Parachute’s 
Plus at the Yolo County Drop Zone, which is located at the 
Yolo County Airport near Davis. The Drop Zone is open 
all year, but the wind must be less than eight miles per hour 











for beginners to jurnp. Jumping also takes place dunng 
overcast days 

All new jumpers begin at 3000 feet, although it is at this 
level where expenenced skydivers open their chutes when 
jumping from 10,000 ft 

All beginners must start on a static line, which means 
your parachute is connected to the plane so when you fall 
away tt automathc ally pens; the new sk ydiv er must only 
experience it 

Parachutes Plus has been operating for 17 years and 
gives approximately 3000 people a skydiving expenence 
every year. They have a very low accident rate and have 
never had a fatality. The entire training program is 
designed for the first jump. Morar explains that most 
people enjoy the expenience but few come back to attempt 
a second jump 

This is supported by my own experience. Only a few 
from the original group, including myself, went back for a 
second jump and then only two went for a third jump 

To make the first jump, the cost is $64. $48 is the price 
of the lesson and $16 is for the first jump. Parachutes Plus 
is open Wednesday through Fnday noon to dusk. They 
are also open Saturday, Sunday and holidays 8 a.m. to 
dusk, and by appointment, and are closed Monday and 
Tuesday 

This “skydiver” highly recommends that everyone try 
this misunderstood sport, at least once. It is like nothing 
you have ever done before!

Written by Gavras and Donald 
Stewart and based on the book by 
Thomas Hauser, “Missing” tells the 
true story of Charles Horman, a 
young aspiring Amencan writer who 
was killed during the 1973 over.

After 
days of double-talk and stonewalling 
by embassy officials, the elder 
Horman learns not only of his son’s 
arrest and death but that the embassy 
officials may have known all along 
what had happened and may even 
have consented to the younger 
Horman’s killing.

The film asserts that Horman 
was killed because he learned too 
much about the United States’ invol- 
vement in the overthrow of the 
Allende government. Critics of the 
film have called it manipulative pro 
paganda which attacks the United 
States with only minimal factual 
evidence to support its claims, 
especially with respect to the implica- 
tions of American consent to Hor- 
man's murder. Other critics have 
said that our country’s foreign affairs 
are complicated, that covert actions 
are a given of the modern world and 
that “Missing” takes an oversimpli 
fied view of these matters 

However, many of the same 
critics who condemn “Missing” for

Now this same opposition is 
being called irresponsible and unfair 
The truth of the matter is that 
when a Fascist military machine 
overthrows a democratically elected 
government and proceeds to brutally 
murder thousands of innocent peo- 
ple, it is wrong; and whether the 
United States supports such an 
action explicitly or imphcitly it is also 
wrong. “Missing” does not condemn

the American people as a whole. It 
does condemn a foreign policy which 
has continually supported Fascist 
regimes abroad for economic reasons. 

Asa statement against repressive 
brutality, “Missing” is a gripping and 
often horrifying film. There is a 
continual feeling for the fragility of 
life. Gavras’ work has always had 
great visual texture and energy, and 
his images of violence - of bodies 
lying abandoned on the streets, of 
Beth huddled in terror behind an iron 
grate after curfew, of unidentified 
bodies spread on the floor of a 
hospital while still more bodies reflect 
through the glass ceiling — have a 
visceral impact. While watching the
